“I HULIEVE the industry 
« in an improved situa- 
tion now In economic 
terms", said Hugh Brown, 
Scottish Under-Secretary 
nf State with special 
responsibility for 
fisheries, when opening 
(he Scottish Fisheries Ex- 
hibitlon in Ayr, on 
Wednesday. 

. "There will, of course, con- 
tinue to be financial dif- 
liculties in certain sections of 
the industry," said Mr. 
Brown. 

Before touring the stands, 
he quoted figures to show that 
the Scottish industry's ear- 
nings are up 25 per cent in the 
first quarter of 1976, com- 
pared with the same period 


last year. 

Turning to the problems ol 
wider fishing limits, he said: 
“The Government is fully 
aware of the importance of 
securing a satisfactory out- 
come of the ongoing 
negotiations. But there is a 
hard fact that has to be 
accepted about the Common 
Fisheries Policy. It is an es- 
tablished part of Community 
law. We cannot prevent it 
coming about hy exercising 
the veto, it is here already. 
We can only change it with 
the agreement of our Com- 
munity partners. 

"We have to improve it by 
discussion and agreement 
and it would be unrealistic to 
prete nd that this will be easy. 


“We have had constructive 
talks with the British fishing 
industry and l think they 
recognise the difficulties. 

“However, today, I repeat 
that our objective is (o get 
such changes as will meet the 
needs of our fishing industry 
while not destroying the 
fishing industry or the rest of 



work, not slogans — is need- ! 
ed. 

“There are still difficult 
times ahead and some hard 
decisions to be taken, but it is 
the Government's firm inten- 
tion to insure that we main- 
tain a healthy and efficient 
fishing industry in Britain."

herring was doomed because 
inadequate measures had 
been taken to protect it. 

The conference had 
produced proposals which 
would inevitably mean the 
loss of the North Sea stock 
this summer. This was 
despite a year’s ban sought by 


Scottish fishermen to give 
shoals the opportunity to 
recover; a move also 
recommended by the Com- 
mission’s Scientific Advisory 
Committee. 

An allowable catch of 
160,000 tonnes was far more 
than stocks could take, said 
Skipper Lovie. Scottish 
Fishermen had lost all con- 
fidence in NEAFC.

SIR, I have read the article 
“No Joy at Helmsdale" 
[Fishing News , March 20), 
concerning local fishermen 
protesting at imported fish 
causing their ruination. 

My opinion is that 
Helmsdale fishermen havB very 
short memories. 88 have 
Caithness fishermen. 

Three years ago my com- 
pany, together with Highlands 
and Islands Development 
Board, set up a factory at Thur- 
ao. Our products were 
laminated blocks and IQF 
fillets. 

All the latest equipment was 
installed into this factory, but 
the firm, in fact, had only a very 
short life. 




The reason for its having to 
close down was because of the 
lack of support it needed from 
fishermen. 

During the first five months 
of operation, starting from 
scratch, the production rata 
rose to 1 ,200 boxes of fish par 
week — 90 per cent of the fish 
produced came from 
Kinlochbervie, 120 miles away 
from the factory. 

Wa invited Helmsdale 
fishermen to supply our factory 
with ffah and our own vehicle 
would pick up the fish and 


carry it to our factory. 

The reply to our request was 
yes. we could have the fish left 
over after Aberdeen was full. 
No support from the Wick fleet 
and only two boats out of tha 
Scrabster fleet supported tha 
factory. Tha boats were Stack 
Rock and Star of Peace. 

I can only sum up by saying 
that the Caithness fishing 
fleets are entirely to blame for 
their own demise, by not 
supplying fish to those who 
needed it. These days no-one 
can turn away good business 
and remain prosperous.

CASE FOR RULES 
ON FREEBOARD 


SIR, I read with interest Mr. 
Napier's letter in Fishing 
Nows, April 16, and agree 
with everything he has 
written. 

He writes as a naval 
architect and, I fear, same 
paragraphs in which he men- 
tions GM. KM. KG. and con- 
stants convey very little, if 
anything, to tha average fisher- 
men. They, are finer points in 
the controversial question of 
small craft stability. 

I think Mr. Napier will agree 
that one of the difficulties with 
stability information is that an 
inclining experiment has of 
necessity to be carried out in 
still water and favourable 
weather. Also.that there Is 
always the possibility errors 
may creep in when subse- 
quently determining tha 
characteristics for tha varying 
conditions in which a vessel 
could be placed, and that 
stability and good seagoing 


qualities should be Jointly con- 
sidered. 

I am perplexed at the lack of 
information published concer- 
ning the DTI requirements and, 
eo far, have not seen figures to 
indicate tha minimum GM con- 
sidered appropriate for e 
fishing vessel. 

The case for all new con- 
struction complying to a set 
standard is very strong, but, 
likewise, it would be difficult to 
say that an existing vessel in 
service for possibly 10 years or 
more Is unsafe; so obviously 
the DTI must adopt aflexible 
approach to such vessels. 

but owners should be en- 
couraged, or even obliged, to 
take competent advicB before 
adding top hamper to their 
vessels — ■ a practice common 
these days with the many 
mechanical devices being 
fitted. 

Fishing vessels have. In lew, 
been exempt from marking 
with a load line, but there is a 


case for considering a 
minimum freeboard. 
Providence is being tempted by 
fishing vessels being deep in 
the water with big catches. 

I feel, however, that the 
number of fishing vessel 
losses attributed to lack of 
stability is very small. I thought 
that, in the Trident inquiry, 
evidence I read was by no 
means conclusive. 

My mind goes back to the 
great gale of 1953 whan, I 
think, seven fishing vessels 
were lost. I feel certain that 
lack of stability was not tha 
cause — tha vessels were 
overwhelmed by extreme 
weather. 

Also, don't let us forget that 
fishing is a hazardous occupa- 
tion and, on occasions, con- 
siderable risk is incurred which 
no legislation will eliminate.

Plastering is supervised to 
ensure the proper and even 
spread of mortar and a stan- 
dard vibrator is used to com- 
pact the mix.

Normally a ferro-cement 
hull takes around one month 
to cure, but Ferro- Sea -Craft 
covers the hull in a polythene

The mould building system 
produces a boat without 
frames — unlike the more 
traditional pipe frame 
method — and so the boat's 
interior is very spacious.

Devon firm develops 
a speedy fish pump 


FISH PUMPS in use at 
Plymouth, Devon, have 
up to now been suitable 
only for handling 
catches destined for 
the meal plant because 
they damage the fish. 

Now, D.A.M. Trawlers 
Ltd., of Plymouth has 
developed a system whereby 
fish for boxing can he bought 
ashore without damage. 

The heart of the new 
system is a vacuum pump to 
evacuate a large steel cylinder 
capable of holding up to 10 
cwt. of fish. This cylinder is 
connected by 6in. flexible 
pipe which is usBd for sucking 
the fish up from a boat’s hold. 

When the cylinder is filled, 
a valve notes the increase in 
weight and sends a signal to 
shut off the vacuum. At die 
same time it actuates the 
pneumatic cylinders which 
open the dump hatch on the 
steel cylinder. This releases 
the fish and they fall by 


alongside a box taken direct 
from the hold experts amid 
nut tell the difference! 

Su far this new system has 
been used lbr mackerel and 
pilchards. With the queen 
season getting underway in 
the West Gnuntry, it is hcmeil 
in try it mil on these shellfish. 
The designers can see no 
reason whv it will not work 
just ns well. 

This could save fishermen 
the tedious job of bagging 
queens before they are land- 
ed. 

it is thought that white fish 
wuiild be easier to pump than 
softer pilchards and the pipe 
size could he increased to 
allow larger fish to be unload- 
ed. 


When be first started 
developing this handling 
svslem, Mr. Atkinson tried to 
get the White Kish Authority 
interested in the hope that it 
would help with the cost of 
development. The WKA turn- 
ed down (lie proposal, hut 
now that the iden lias been 
developed into a working 
model it is 'quite willing to 
mme in and take over the 
idea!'

Using this system, up to 20 
tons of fish an hour can be 
handled. But, when the fish is 
being boxed, this is reduced 
to 10 tons an hour— the max- 
imum which can be handled 
conveniently.

Pollution 

Using this vacuum system, 
there is no need to fill tne fish 
hold with water, as with the 
other pumping systems. This 
reduces the possibility of con- 
tamination from the dock 
water and avoids any pollu- 
tion of the dock with fish offal 
when the hold is pumped out 
again. This is an important 
consideration in these pollu- 
tion concious days. 

There is little restriction 
on the length of suction used; 
the designers expect that it 
will work satisfactory at dis- 
tances of up to 600 ft. from 
the vacuum pump. 

The prototype is mounted 
on a concete lorry chnssis, 
with the drive for the pump 
taken from the lorry engine. 
This allows mobility, but the 
pump could be equally well 
mounted in a shed with elec- 
tric drive.

Bh «jy 

developing in the 

eastern English 

Channel has already

Fishing News. 

Inshore boats from Rye, 
Nswhaven and Brighton nave 
urned from trawling or 
[rammel-netting to scallop 
fishing and from all accounts 

are making good money. 

If landings in January and 
February are anything to go 

by, the year's catch could Be 
worth something like £lm. 

Some local fishermen have 
doubts about this — they ex- 
pect the beds, which extend 
from Dungenesa to the Isle of 
Wight, to become fished out 
Fairly quickly. Others like 
myself, believe that the 
fishery will expand, in the 
light of scallop fishing ex- 
perience in Scotland. 

In many Scottish areas, 
which were being fished for 
the first time, the dredges 
come up full of weed and shell 

^Qnce the weed on the beds 
had been removed fishermen 
found that scallop catches in- 
creased because of the im- 
proved conditions, not only 
for case of fishing, but bIbo for 
the growth and survival of the 
scallops. 

At one time, scallop fishing 
in Scotland ceased in the Spr- 
ing, partly because the 
scallops lost condition after 
spawning and partly because 
transporting them to process- 
ing centres during the warmer 
weather was not easy. 

U has been found over the 
years that after the initial loss 
nf condition after spawning. 



The whole pot is dipped into 
a mixture of tar and creosote: 
fishermen say that this in- 
creases the whelk catch as 
well as protecting the pot. 
Each pot is fitted with a strap 
to which a back rope is at- 
tached. 

The pots are fished in 
"fleets" or strings of 10 to 20 
pots shot across the tide so 
that the scent of the bait is 
carried as far as possible. The 


E ots are usually lifted after 24 
ours fishing. 

The best Bait for whelks is 

g )od (not rotten) salted fish. 

sited herring is popular, but 
skate "banjos , cod "frames" 
or any fish offal will do. 

I usually include a few 
crushed green crabs with the 
fish bait: I get a better catch 
if I do this. 

It may be that the dead 
crabs attract more whelks, 
but I think that the reason is 
that they scare off the live 
green crabs which would at- 
tack and eat the bait and lead 
to a smaller catch. 

Folding creels 
I wonder how many of you 
have read The Phantom 


Lobster by Leo WalniBley: an 
exciting book about a lobster 
fishing family on the north 
east coast of England. One of 
the characters in the book, a 
coble fisherman, used a 
folding lobster pot with great 
success. 

For many years R. & B. 
Leakey & Co., fishing gear 
manufacturers, has sold 
folding crab, lobster and 
crawfish traps and I have 
come across a report which 
compares the Leakey folding 
creel with other more conven- 
tional gear. 

The report is published by 
the Irish Sea Fisheries Board, 
Dublin, and is called Crab 
fishing trials at Schult, Co.

In this trial they used four 
kinds of pot off the coast of 
south-west Ireland and the 
main results are shown 
below. 

The American parlour pot 
caught most crabs, but the 
Leakey pot was second, 
followed by the traditional 
east coast creel and last, but 
not least, was the barrel pot. 

The weather was very 
rough for some of the time 
during the trials, and, accor- 
ding to the report, the Leakey 
folding pots stood up well to 
the bad weather, but, because 
they were so light, they mov- 
ed across the bottom and did 
not fish so well. 

The heavy American pots 
were undamaged and did not 
move about, continuing to 
fish even through the worst of 
the weather. Tne barrel pots 
were always tangled up! 

From the fisherman’s point 
of view the workability of a 
trap is very important. 
Although one kind of trap 
may fish well, there may be 
other factors that make its 
use different for particular 
fishermen. 


For instance, the weight of 
a trap. Take the traps used in 
the Irish trials — the folding 
creel (weight 12 lb) was the 
lightest and the easiest to 
work. 

The American trap (weight 
40 lb) was the heaviest and 
was difficult to operate from 
the 26 ft. boat. 

The average time that it 
took to haul empty and rebait 
a string of 15 traps of each 
type was recorded: it took 20 
minutes for the American 
trap, 22 minutes for the east 
coast creel and 17 minutes, 
each for the Leakey and 
barrel pots. Not baa going 
when la-20 crabs had to be 
taken out of some pots! 

As a practical fisherman, I 
found this report very in- 
teresting. Weal) have our own 
ideas on the “best" pot, but as 
the report points,out, so many 
things have to be taken into 
account — the type of bot- 
toms, weather conditions, and 
Lhe boat the fisherman is us- 
ing. 

Pity the trial did not in- 
clude one of the Devon “ink- 
well” pots. These, in my opi- 
nion, are the "tops” for crabs.

research by the 
Hydraulics Research 
Institute who built a 
model of the harbour to 
study the effects.

Local fishermen blame 
the silting on the half tide 
current which can sweep 
through the south pier 
where a lot of its force is 
lost. A strong stream is 
needed to keep the 
channel, off the ends of the 
piers, clear of silt. 

The silting has now 
reached the point where 
there is a drying bank 
which stretches right 
across the end of the piers. 


There is a narrow channel 
between the south pier and 
the hank where boats hove 
to make a sharp turn and 
head south before they 
clear the end of the bank 
and head seawards. 

In easterly winds, the 
entrance can be very 
dangerous. The restric- 
tions on the use of the har- 
bour entrance, and the 
ever increasing costs, have 
reduced the full-time 
fishing fleet at Southwold 
to a mere three boats and 
these are having a struggle 
to pay their way. 

The future looks bad for 
the full-time boats, and 
even the numerous part- 
timers are finding that the 
tidal restrictions are mak- 
ing life very difficult.
